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Long: driving and long putting are

seldom hitched together as a topic
of an article, but not a few interestingstatements can be made concerningthese two features of a golfer'sgame, writes John Anderson in

ttie New York Sun. Not all golfers
are long drivers, but all at times

are long putters, that is, the ball is

hit up close to the hole from a distanceof fifteen to twenty yards or

from the edge of the green, and so

far as long driving goes. few. indeed,
are the ones who will not confess that

they have put out some stretching
drives at times At least, one has only
to go into the locker roofn or sit

down at the table at luncheon time
and he will hear one. two or three
or maybe four golfers tell how they
carried the bunker which was a good
200 yards from the hole. No one

ever stops, perhaps, to think that there
are hardly any bunkers nowadays
which are about 200 yards from the
hole, for it would be a poorly laid out
course which forced the driver to carry
such an obstruction.

An Unsolved Problem.

What the 'secret of long driving is
* cannot be explained either here or

anywhere, at any time. I have read
several articles on the secret of long
driving and have talked with many

professionals who claim to know the
reason why they drive a long ball,
but from both the written and spoken
e y/lce can be gathered only this fact.
|f^t it is a gift which is aided materiI4ivby strong arms, wrists and hands,
»_ fairly lon^ swing on the carry back,
and. of course, that essential timing
which is all important in executing-»a
long carry or drive.
One of the first books which I read

on golf was that of James Braid, who,
It may be remarked here, did not write
the book. It tells how one night
James Braid went to bed a short
driver and woke up the next morning
and found after playing that hi«
length of drive had increased thirty
to fifty yards. In one of my rounds
with Braid I asked him about th«
truth of this assertion and he smiled
as he said. "There is Just one thins
which aided me in getting a longei
ball. It was that suddenly there cam#
to me the secret, if it is a secret, ol
correct timing, which made me feel
confident that I could hit th* ball with
all the force at my command and fee!
that 1 was getting the most out o1
the stroke. After I had hit out thre«

'
or four long drives I was always trying
for a similar distance, and if yoi
asked me for one word which would
tell the story I would say that i1
was simply 'Confidence.' "
